Several weeks ago we ran an article 
advocating the use of silencers and spark 
arresters. Our most cogent argument 
was that if we don't stop irritating 
people with noisy bikes, we won't have 
any place to ride. We blandly stated that 
there were a. number of good silencers 
and spark arresters on the market and 
that they didn't cost much, either in 
money or power. Afterwards it occurred 
to us that we ought to test the devices 
that we were recommending and see just 
how good they were. We contacted a 
number of manufacturers and asked for 
one of everything that they made in this 
particular field. Here is what we got.

These are the devices we tested. 








Since this is a relatively new field, 
many of the products are still in the 
design or prototype stage. Some of 
those that we tested that are not yet 
production items but will be in a period 
of weeks. Some probably will never be. 

The first job was to determine how 
effective the various devices were as 
silencers. Since spark arresters do some 
quieting, we tested them right alongside 
the silencers. In order that other people 
could (hopefully) duplicate our tests if 
they зо desired, we followed the 
California Highway Patrol Measuring 
Procedure. The procedure may be found 
in the California Administrative Code, 
Chapter 2, Title 13, Article 10. This 
procedure specifies the type of 
instrument to. be used, the physical 
conditions, the method of vehicle 
operation, and the levels required for 
operation of various vehicles on 
California Highways. For motorcycles, 
the maximum noise level (under test 
conditions) is 88dbA. A precision noise 
meter was required so we rented 
two General Radio units, Models 1565 
A and 1551 C. We set up the test as 
precisely as possible, following the CHP 
specifications. We found that the test is 
scientifically somewhat sloppy and 
humanistically invalid. Maximum noise 
from a motorcycle occurs when it is 
producing maximum power which can 
only occur when the machine is 
operated under full load. The test 
specified that the machine was to be 
operated under load, but under the 
prescribed conditions there was no way 
to put the machines under maximum 
load! It would-be better to run the bikes 
up a pretty good hill or through some 
deep sand. As it stands, however, the 
measurement works in favor of bikes so 
we'd better not complain! 

Humanistically, the test works 
against us. As everyone knows, the

quality of sound varies greatly. A 
cement mixer and a symphony 
orchestra might produce the same volume 
of noise as measured on a meter, but 
what a difference! You might make the 
same sort of a comparison between a 
Triumph and a  Hodaka. Almost 
anything that is stuck on the end of an 
expansion chamber will improve the 
quality of the sound, but unfortunately 
this doesn't count with the Highway 
Patrol. It does count іп the 
neighborhood ^ popularity contest, 
however. 

To ensure accuracy, each test was 


hearing is such that if you double the 
intensity of a sound, a person does not 
hear it as “twice as loud.” If he did, he 
would quickly go insane because there is 
a lot of noise that is more. than 
1,000,000 times as intense as a soft 
whisper. In order to bridge the gap 
between physical fact and physiological 
fact (and for other reasons as well), the 
measurement of sound is generally 
expressed in decibels. Three db is the 
magic figure to remember: It is about 


the smallest discernible audible 
difference, between sounds. Three db 
also represents a doubling of the

Considering the meaning of the term 
“decibel”, it becomes clear that even 
the worst of the silencers cut down the 
volume of noise quite a bit because 
none of them are worse than 3 db down 
from the open pipe level. Several other 
things are also apparent. First, none of 
the devices meet the CHP standard of 
88 dbA (The small J&R/Horstman- 
Krizman spark arrester on my Sachs 
does, but it's like a cork in the end of 
the pipe). Some of the silencers would 
probably get by on the street if a good 
helping of discretion was used, but they 
don't make a bike street legal. Period.

repeated three times and occasionally, 
when it was felt that the rider wasn't 
getting on it hard enough, it was 
repeated several more times. Present at 
the tests were, myself, Bob Sanford 
(Cycle News Editor), Mike Jackson 
(Norton Villiers), Ron Fry (J&R 
Products), Darryl Bassani. (Bassani 
Engineering), and Rick Vesco (Hooker 
Headers). With that crowd, you can bet 
there wasn’t any hanky-panky! We had 
four motorcycles; my Sachs with a K & 
С Engineering Expansion Chamber, 
Bob’s Yamaha with both a Bob Bailey 
pipe and"an A & A pipe, An AJS with a 
factory silencer on the stock pipe, and 
Ron Fry's 400 Husky with the stock 
pipe. 


When all the tests were run, I 
averaged the three loudest in each case. 
The results are listed in table 2. In order 
to understand the measurement, the 


meaning of the term “decibel” must be 
understood, at least intuitively. Human 





g. Here the Sachs is running . at 
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intensity. A ten db change in a sound 
level seems like double the loudness but 
it is about eight times the intensity. 
Twenty db sounds like four times as 
loud, but it is 1,000 times the intensity. 
Sixty db represents an intensity change 
of 1,000,000. 


Secondly, you can not expect the same 
amount of quieting, or the same level of 
noise when you take one device and put 
it on another machine. For instance, the 
same J&R silencer that produced 8 db 
of quieting on the Sachs, produced 15.3 
db of quieting on the Yamaha. Some

Iam writing this letter to thank all of 
those people that stopped to help me 
after I had fallen into a mine shaft at 
the Shamrocks M.C. Hare & Hound in 





Barstow. 

It happened on the first loop of the 
race, approximately 15 miles out. I was 
riding about 100 yds. off of the main 
trail to stay out of the dust. I went over 
a small mound and the next thing I 
knew I was at the bottom of a 30 to 40 
foot mine shaft. 

After the dust had cleared at the 
bottom of the shaft, I found that there 
was another bike down there besides 
mine. I thought I had landed on top of 
someone else, but a quick check 
revealed that I was the only one down 
there. 

I looked up to the top of the shaft 
and saw the bike’s owner looking down 
asking if I was alright. He had come over 
the same spot I had just a few seconds 
before I did, but he was able to jump 
off his bike and land on the other side 
of the shaft. He stayed up there and 
waved the rest of the bikes away from 
the shaft. All I needed was to have 
someone come down on top of me. 

A guy from the Antelope Ramblers 
M.C. stopped, saw what had happened, 
went back to the first check point, and 
was back within 5 minutes with some 
rope to pull me out of there. By this 
time about five more people had 
stopped to help. We then lowered the 
guy from the Antelope Rambers down 
into the shaft by rope. He tied the rope 
to my bike and we were able to pull it 
out. All of this time more people were 
stopping to help. There were about a 
dozen people there all together. 

We lowered the rope down again to 
the Antelope Rambler and he tied it 
onto the other bike. While we were 
raising this bike, the rope snapped and 
came down on top of him. Fortunately 
he wasn’t seriously hurt, but I’m sure he 
has some pretty sore ribs right now. 
Well, we eventually got the bike out 
after having the rope break one more 
time (no one was at the bottom this 
time). 

I just want to express my deepest 
appreciation to all of those that stopped 
to help. 

It’s really good to know there are 
people like this who will stop to help 
when they know someone is in trouble. 
I must lead a charmed life: After a fall 
like that, I only have a few scrapes and 
bruises. Once again, thanks everyone.

Geboers’ Bikes Bagged 


SANTA FE SPRINGS, CALIF., Nov. 2, 1970 — The two works Suzukis of Sylvain 
Geboers were stolen from a locked van Sunday. evening, it was learned today. As far 
as can be determined, the thieves drove the van about half a mile from the U.S. Suzki 
plant here and then removed all its contents, including the bikes, Geboers' leathers, 
tools, helmet, goggles and other personal items. The van had just returned from the 
race at Bay Mare where Geboers had raced, and it had not yet been unloaded. Police 
had no reported leads, but believe that the thieves do not know what they have. 

The other 370 works Suzuki is being shipped here from Atlanta, Ga. and is 
identical to the stolen machine, so the Belgian ace will (with luck) be able to 
continue his motocross efforts in the Inter-Am. 

Bud Parker, assistant service manager of U.S. Suzuki, said today that if the 
Suzukis were returned voluntarily, no questions would be asked. The 250cc machine, 
which was ridden in the world championship has a value beyond its monetary value. 
If the thieves are caught, they will be prosecuted to the full extent of the law. 

The numbers on the bikes are: 250cc bike, engine, RN70360 N70-14 frame, 
NO-14. On the 370cc bike, engine, RH70250 HO-12, frame HO-9. 


Castrol GP Nears 


LOS ANGELES, CALIF. — The Castrol California International Grand Prix, 
scheduled November 21-22 at Orange County International Raceway, is shaping up 
to be “the biggest International road race in the Western Hemisphere,” according to 
AFM official, Jim Manning. 

Top road race stars such as Gene Romero, Rusty Bradley, Jody Nicholas, John 
McGillivray and Don Emde have already signed to ride, and there is a “pretty good 
chance” that Australian ace, Kel Carruthers will be on hand, Manning said. 

The AFM official also said that the largest number of sidecar entries ever is 
expected and should reach more than 20 by race day. 

Qualification for grid position will be held Saturday, with the feature races set for 
Sunday. Spectator admission is $3 on Saturday and $4 on Sunday. There is free 
overnight camping, and spectators arriving on motorcycles will be given free pit 
passes. 


AMA Takes Action 


WORTHINGTON, OHIO, Oct. 28, 1970 — Following a recent precedent-setting legal 
success in the state of New Jersey, the American Motorcycle Association has decided 
to initiate a second suit challenging the authority of another of New Jersey’s 
freeways where motorcycle traffic is prohitibed. 

In September of this year a New Jersey Superior Court Judge ruled that the 
Atlantic City Expressway’s law banning motorcycles since 1967 was “arbitrary, 
capricious and unreasonablle,” and ordered that signs prohibiting motorcycles be 
removed. The decision came at the conclusion of a two year court proceeding by 54 
year old motorcyclist Roland J. Ernst in which the sole expert witness was Michael 
F. Bondy, Vice President of the 120,000 member American Motorcycle Association. 

The time period in which the state may appeal this decision has lapsed, and the 
A.M.A. has decided to direct its efforts now toward New Jersey’s Garden State 
Parkway where a similar ban on motorcycles exists. 

Legal counsel for the American Motorcycle Association will engineer the case, and 
the Association will provide expert testimony and financial support. 


Speedway Half-Miler 


GARDENA, CALIF., Oct. 30, 1970 — The spectacular fuel-burning speedway 
motorcycles, relegated to smaller southland tracks this season, get a chance to really 
open up as veteran dirt-tracker Sammy Tanner stages his second long-track speedway 
event on the rapid Ascot Park half-mile clay oval Nov. 13. 

Highlighting the Friday night show will be Australian Speedway Champion, Jim 
Airey of Wentworth, Australia. Airey, pausing in the U.S. to take in some speedway 
meetings before returning to his home for the summer season, is expected to perform 
excellently on the big Ascot track. The captain of a First Division British League 
team, Airey, is accustomed to the bigger and faster tracks and, barring mechanical 
ills, stands a good chance of picking up a big win. я 

Airey, however, will have to face another top speedway rider, Rick Woods of 
Huntington Beach, the 1970 U.S. Speedway Champion. Woods raced at the Ascot 
speedway event last year and showed that the faster tracks suit him fine as he swept 
the show. Tanner has also signed up some top AMA talent: Tommy Rockwood, Paul 
Conserriere, Keith Mashburn, Jim Nicholson, all of whom are experienced at Ascot. 
Speedway Racing Association stars include Steve and Mike Bast, Mike Konle, Bill 
Cody, Dennis Gildehaus, Sonny Nutter and many more top names. 

Racing on the half-mile is scheduled for 8:30 p.m. and Tanner has confirmed that 
motion picture star Yvette Mimieux will attend to present awards and trophies.

MOORPARK, CALIF., Nov. 1, 1970 — 
Ake Jonsson was virtually flawless at 
Bay Mare Sunday, as he and his 
consistent, powerful Maico captured 
two firsts and a second to take overall 
honors at the Los Angeles Grand Prix. 

But Jonsson’s consistency, rather 
than power, proved to be the real 
difference. Husqvarna factory rider, 
Bengt Aberg was incredibly quick 
around the dusty Bay Mare circuit, but 
a spectacular crash and a series of 
mechanical problems left the 500cc 


World Motocross Champion with an 
eighth place overall. 

In the first of the three International 
motos, for instance, Aberg had built 
such an impressive lead that it looked 
for all the world like he might lap some 
of the better Europeans. But then on 
the ninth lap, he lost control coming 
out of the esses and his bike went 
careening end over end down the sandy, 
spectator-lined straight. Jonsson went 
on to take his first victory of the day. 


AKE JONSSON VICTOR 


Before a crowd of more than 8000, 
fourteen of Europe’s finest motocross 
riders demonstrated their continued 
superiority over America’s finest, 
although young AJS rider, Jim West 
showed some real brilliance at times and 
was the only American never to be 
lapped by the winning Europeans. 
West’s ability and persistence paid off, 
too, as he walked away with top 
American honors, with a ninth place 
overall finish. 

Mark Blackwell, the fast-improving 
high school student from Hawthorne, 
also showed he was not far behind the

Europeans, finishing second American 
and 11th overall. Except for plug 
problems in the first moto that caused 
his engine to stall, Blackwell was right 
up with the best of them. And Mike 
Runyard, displaying some of the same 
consistency that carried him to the top 
of the American heap last week in 
Tulsa, ended up as the third place U.S. 
rider. 

John DeSoto, who to. date is leading 
Americans in Inter-Am standings, was 
running in sixth place during the early 
stages of the first moto, until, 
incredibly, his triple crown broke and 
he retired on lap seven. Repairs could 
have been made, but the former 
Hawaiian champ was in the midst of a 
bout with the flu and opted to retire for 
the day (on Monday morning, DeSoto 
said he was feeling “much better” and 
plans to leave for the Inter-Am in 
Colorado Wednesday morning. “It’s 
hard to kill a Hawaiian,” he said, ‘‘Even 
though they're a dying breed"). 

However, the most outstanding 
American performance Sunday had to 
be the one turned in by teenager Billy 
Clements during the first, moto. 
Phenomenal, is the only way to 
adequately describe it. Apparently 
shaking an old habit of poor starts, 
Clements was off the line like a shot. At 
the end of the first lap, he was in 
seventh place, just behind DeSoto, and 
not very far behind the leader, Bengt 
Aberg. And whereas most Americans 
have a tendency, after the first few laps, 
to fall off the scorching pace set by the 
Europeans, Clements stayed right with 
the front runners. By the eighth lap he 
had moved up to sixth place, and was 
successfully holding off the likes of 
Willie Bauer, Roger DeCoster, Andy 
Roberton and Torsten Hallman. Around 
and around they went for 15 grueling 
laps. And when the checkered flag 
dropped and the dust had cleared, none 
other than Billy Clements had captured 
sixth place. 

Unfortunately, rear brake problems 
forced Clements to make a pit stop on 
the eighth lap of the second moto. After 
that, he was never in serious contention, 
although he did wind up 13th overall 
and fourth American. 

Former Greeves ace, Jim Wilson tried 
out his big CZ Sunday and showed his 
usual good form during the first moto. 
However, he had mechanical problems

in the second go and reinjured his knee 
at the beginning of the final round and 
was forced out. Wilson left Monday 
morning to compete in next Sunday’s 
Trans-AMA event in Texas.

again, after Aberg started making stops 
for repairs on the third lap. Blackwell, 
with a 13th overall, was top American, 
followed by West. 

In the third round, Aberg dazzled the 
crowd with a wire to wire performance, 





with second place going to fellow Husky 
rider, Arne Kring, who ended up second 
overall. 

The much taunted Suzuki of Sylvain 
Geboers was always near the front of 
the pack but never a real contender. 
Geboers took a heavy spill on the long 
downhill during practice, causing a good 
deal of work for the many Suzuki 
mechanics accompanying the Belgian 
rider. 

And another’ Belgian, | Roger 
DeCoster, was obviously not at his best, 
as he is still recovering from a painful 
leg injury incurred two weeks ago at 
the Inter-Am in Ohio. “I just can't put 
my left foot down,” DeCoster said. “I 
just do the best I can." The CZ factory 
rider said he liked the course, as did 
most of the other Europeans. "It's a 
nice circuit,” he said. “Except for the 
dust." 

And dust was a problem Sunday. 
Strong morning winds virtually 
destroyed hours of work by two water 
trucks. By afternoon, the winds had 
resided but the winds had so dried out 
the track, it was all but impossible to 
keep the dust manageable. 
Never-the-less, some very good racing 
made up for the dust-induced irritation, 
which, incidentally, was nobody’s fault 
but the wind gods. 

The whole spectacle was filmed for 
ABC’s Wide World of Sports and should 
appear on TV in the near future. 
Motorcycle’s oldest teenager, John Rice 
did the Camera-on-the-helmet trick for 
the film crew, and still had time to take 
a fourth place in the 500cc National 
class. Bob Messer won that event, 
followed by three other Maicos (Are 
you listening, Frank Cooper?) Messer 
also took home a first in the 250cc 
National event, while AJS mounted, 
Doug Grant won the 250cc Jr. event 
and Dave Rodgers topped the 125cc 
Seniors.

Bauer Wins, But West Hero 
Of Ascot’s Night Inter-Am

GARDENA, CALIF., Oct. 30, 1970 — 
Jim West. 

If the European riders hadn’t heard 
the name before, they certainly have 
now as the spirited AJS hot-shoe led the 
parade around the re-arranged Ascot 
motocross course tonight during the 
third International moto for more than 
20 minutes. 

Bobbing and weaving with the same 
skill as any European racer on hand for 
the Inter-Am series, West was second off 
the line and passed Willie Bauer 
half-way through the first go-around. 

Spurred on by the cheering fans, the 
fantastic Number 34 regained the lead 
five seconds after Bauer had passed him 
in lap three. He held first while holding off 
Bauer's desperate efforts. to pass, who 
was, in turn, being pressured by Andy 
Roberton. 

Late in the race, however, Bauer 
finally got by and really opened the 
throttle in an attempt to leave the 
impressive American. Now it was a 
battle for West to retain second as 
Roberton closed in. It appeared that 
West's AJS was going to claim second 
but on the last lap, the English star sped 
past and West finished in third. 

The entire night's set of races seemed 
to be a tossup as to who would 
eventually be the overall winner. 

Bengt Aberg, Swedish Husky rider 
led from flag to flag in the first moto 
but collapsed his wheel in the next. 

This appeared to put Ake Jonsson in 
the front position as he had a fourth 
along with his second moto win. But 
Bauer, the German Maico rider, made 
his best showing of the series by 
winning the all important third moto. 
This, combined with a second and a 
fifth, gave him overall honors with 
Jonsson second. 

Although West was so impressive in 
the third moto, his performance was not 
as well overall as Rich Thorwaldson 


(Ric) had a first, second and third 
against fellow Americans and was 
declared top American and third overall 
with West fourth. 

Most of the Europeans appeared to 
have trouble with the Ascot course. Rob 
Taylor found his way into the duck 
pond putting him out of commission. 
Arne Kring, after a poor start in the first 
moto in which he finished 22nd, could 
only battle his way to the mid top ten 
in the next two motos. 

Sylvain Geboers took a second in the 
first moto but slid out on a turn during 
the second and was unable to finish. In 
the third, he grabbed a fourth. 

Ron Bunn took first in the 500cc Jr. 
class aboard a CZ with a third and a 
first, while an unidentified No. 145 
took second. The mixup in lost 
identification was due to the fact that 
many riders had pre-entered and were 
sent pit passes but were not required to 
signup before the races. The pre-entry 
forms did not contain the number the 
riders were running with. The same was 
with Number 292, who took fifth 
overall in this class, and 74, 12th in the 
250 Jr. class. 

Added to this problem was a near 
mishap in the second running of the 250 
Jr. class in which the International class, 
in haste to reach the starting line for 
good positioning, broke the restraining 
wire and the entire field took this as 
permission to line up — which they did. 
The problem was the 250 class hadn’t 
finished and the International stars had 
formed a road-block across the course. 

It appeared that the first one through 
the pack of riders would be the winner 
and Dave Rodgers was first through, 
taking over the lead from Glen Lund. 
Lund, however, regained the front 
position as the race continued while the 
riders at the starting line eventually 
pushed their. machines to the sidelines.

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840 AT JACKASS ENDURO

RED MOUNTAIN, CALIF., Nov. 1, 
1970 — “‘Ride the trails of the legendary 
single-blanket jackass prospectors” 
advertised the Foothill Hawks for last 
year’s 150 mile National Championship 
Enduro. And they did. All the way up 
through the Slate mountains practically 
to Death Valley. With some memorable 
trails and fearsome downhills, the run 
became almost an instant classic. So 
much so that this year the run attracted 
a record number of entrants. 840 rode 
and many more were turned away. The 
starting time had to be moved from 8 
am to 7 am to be sure all riders finished 
before dark. 

The year the run was not a 
championship, was not 150 miles (nor 
even the advertised 100) and was not 
nearly as memorable. Rather than 
following the trails of the 
“single-blanket jackass prospectors”, it 
followed the trails of the Prospectors 
Motorcycle Club and the Greenhorners. 
Rather than memorable trails through 
the Slate mountains to Ballarat there 
were trails so worn that they reminded 
you of the Ponderosa. It was still a good 
run, an enjoyable run, but nowhere near 
a classic. 

The run started at Red Mountain, ran 
up Steamwell roada bit, got in back of 
the Lava mountains and then worked its 
way back to the pits on the PG&E 
Road. At this point there was some 
confusion for many riders who thought 
they were coming into a known check. 
Not so. Riders were allowed five minutes 
to gas in the pits, but there wasn’t even 
a speed change in the pits, let alone a 
check. Since the gas stop fell in the 
middle of 12 mph schedule, many riders 
were able to come in very hot. Although 
the arrangement was unusual, it was 
quite legal and quite clear from the 
instruction sheet. 

There was no lunch break this year, 
which tended to make the shart run 
seem even shorter. I had No. 95 and was 
finished by about 1 pm. Riders with 
early numbers were finished by 11:30! 
Enduro riders are used to having a run 
take the better part of a day, but those 
guys got in so early they couldn’t even 
decently eat lunch! 

The second loop ran right up the side 
of Red Mountain and went out towards 
Cuddleback. By and by it came back by 
way of Teamwell road. The toughest hill 
on the course was right within sight of

Ron Tobey, 125 Expert, 
was next in line with Tim Tomlinson, 
250 Expert, placed ahead of Carroll 
Jackson, Open Expert winner. 

The first lap was even, almost as they 
started. The picture changed on the 
next two laps. Tobey had his “Shafter 
Yamaha” in first place, with all three 
men riders close at this point. Lap four 
came and Jackson made his move taking 
the lead with his Triumph. Tobey and 
Tomlinson fought it out for second 
place but Tomlinson just could not 
make up the distance on his Montesa. 
The finish: Jackson, Tobey, Tomlinson, 
and Miss Smith for the crossing parade. 

The distance between the riders was 
not very much and it was interesting to 
see this type of a race. With the huge 
spread of horsepower the actual finish 
was rather tight. 

The regular events were run in Heats, 
Semi Main, and Mains while some 
classes went the Moto system. Every 
class was hard fought, nobody taking all 
with the exception of a few. 

Don Andretta and his Kern Kart 
Hodaka was one, victorious over ever 
hard charging Curt Lange (Kaw) in the 
100 Am/Ex. These two were exchanging 
places with each other all day; every 


the pits, on the flank of Red Mountain. 
Soft sand concealed boulders of truely 
impressive size, so those who elected to 
take a 50 mph run at the hill quite often 
provided spectacular entertainment for 
the pit crews. 

Rocks were the order of the day for 
much of the course and mile after mile 
of melon-sized chunks accounted for 
many rims and tires. Aside from the 
rocks, the chief challenge of the day was 
the schedule. The terrain wasn’t really 
so tough, but the schedules were fast 
enough so that no one was loafing on 
most of the course. (Exceptions were 
the first and fifth sections, which were 
pretty easy). There was one check in the 
27 mph section which Referee Jay 
Adams figured would surely be a tie 


breaker because no one could go fast 
enough to zero it. But one person did. 

Marking on the course seemed to be 
very good; no one that I talked to 
reported any difficulty in following the 
course. The course mileages did not 
compare very well with my own, but 
this was to be expected because the

race was close and hard fought. And, 
Tobey earned his place in the sweeps by 
having everything his own way in the 
125 Expert. 

The other positions did not come 
that easy. 

The large class of 250 Novices was a 
real crowd pleaser. Fred Wells managed 
to ward off Wayne Garrett’s AJS which, 
in turn, broke up the combination of 
Ossa bikes of Wells and Howard 
Anderson.

Jim Maxwell had the 250 Expert well 
in hand until his Bultaco developed 
some ailment. Tim Tomlinson, Montesa 
rider from Fresno, quickly took 
advantage of the situation, and came in 
the victor. Maxwell took second 
followed by Rick Elissaras. 

The 500 Am/Ex. pitted Ron Keener 
(Yam) against John Bass (BSA), 
followed by Bob Young (Mon). These 
three went for broke every time out and 
really had the dirt flying. 

The Open Expert winner Jackson, 
continued his winning ways, a habit 
with him. “It always feels good to win” 
is a favorite saying of his, and he should 
be feeling really good by now. However, 
Don McKay gave the leader some 
anxious moments with his quickness. 
Rick Newby ran into a little slidy spot 
and lost some time, but managed to stay 
with them. Fourth, not far from the. 
winner, went to John Scantlan riding 
the huge Harley-Davidson of Tex 
Thrope.

FIXING THAT %t+&*&% FLAT TIRE 


The rider who has never had to 
change a flat tire can indeed consider 
himself lucky. This is one of the most 
dreaded jobs in the motorcycle 
industry, yet if done properly, it can be 
a snap. Two problems loom up for the 
amateur trying to do it himself; first, he 
usually starts out on a rear wheel and 
sets it down so that he starts on the 





1) Here is the culprit, the sight of which 
is sickening to even the most seasoned 
rider. Whether it’s on the front or the 
rear, you must first take away all cables, 


brake rods, brake anchor arms, etc. 
Then, remove the axle. If in doubt as to 
procedure, check your rider’s 
handbook. If it is on the front, the 
machine must be blocked up so that the 
wheel is off the ground before 
removing. 







5) While kneeling on the tire opposite 
the stem and holding the bead in the 
well, hook one lever under the tire and 
lever the bead over the rim at the stem. 
Have another tool to slip into the 
opening to obtain a better bite, or you 
will find the tire slipping off the edge of 
the tire tool. Or: 


9) After patching or replacing the tube, 
sprinkle it liberally with talcum powder. 
This will make it easy to fit into the tire 
and keep the tube from sticking to the 
tire. It will also help discourage the tire 
tool from biting into it. 






13) Starting opposite the valve stem, 
lever the tire on as far as possible with 
your hands, keeping the bead down in 
the well with your weight of your 
knees. You should be able to lever on 
about 2/3 of the tire by hand.

17) Before installing the valve core, 
inflate the tire a couple of times to 
make sure there are no wrinkles in the 
tube and to check to see that the bead is 
popped out evenly all the way around 
the rim. If the bead is uneven with the 
rim, as in this photo, deflate the tire and 
spray this section with silicone and it 
will pop right out when the tire is 
re-inflated. : :

2) The proper tire tools are important. 
Never use screwdrivers, they break the 
bead of the tire. Here are some of the 
more common tire tools. On the left, 
Harley-Davidson war surplus. Next is a 
typical tool that is included in the 
English tool kits. The next one is 
Italian, with a spoke hook on one end. 
On the right, one from a Yamaha tool 
kit which combines tire tool and wrench 
for saving space in the tool box. Any 
burrs on the ends should be eased off 
with fine grain emery cloth. 






6) Hook this үре of tool under the 
bead and clip it onto one of the spokes, 
it will hold the bead while the rest of 
the tire is levered off. If one of these 
cannot be purchased at your local 
motorcycle shop, a similar type is 
available ir in most bicycle stores. 






10) Insert the tube into the tire all the 
way around except for the valve stem. 
Position the stem directly at the hole in 
the rim. Getting the stem down into 
the hole in the rim is where many riders 
encounter trouble, but there is an easy 
way to do it. 






14) This last section of tire is the 
moment of truth: This is where the tire 
is most apt to be pinched by the tire 
tool. To avoid this, spray the rim and 
the bead of the tire with a silicone 
spray. This will make the rubber and the 
rim extra slick. 






18) After installing the valve stem, fill 
with air, tighten down the locking nut 
and check the tire pressure. The tire 
pressure should conform to ‘the 
manufacturers specifications as listed in 
your handbook.

3) Place a clean rag on the floor to keep 
from contaminating the wheel bearings 
and set the wheel down on it. Remove 
the valve cap, stem locking nut and the 
valve core. The valve core should always 
be removed to be positive that all the air 
is able to escape from the tube. The 
popular method of setting the wheel on 
an oil drum should be avoided as this 
makes the spokes take all of the abuse 
of the tire changing. 






7) Working first on one side of the 
holding lever and then on the other, 
work the bead off the tire all the way 
around. When the bead on one side has 
been completely slipped over the rim, 
reach inside and remove the inner tube. 
Insert the valve stem, inflate the tube 
and check to see what caused the flat 
and where it is located. 






11} Position one hand up inside of the 


` tire with the stem inside and under your 


hand. This will allow you to guide it 
into the hole. With your hand jammed 
inside the tire, the stem will not go into 
the rim until... 






15) Next spray the back side of the tool 
as well. When a tube is pinched, it is 
pinched between the tire iron and the 
rim when the tire iron is pushed over 
center to make the bead drop onto the 
rim. By spraying with silicone, the tire 
will slip onto the rim when the tool is 
straight up and will not pinch the tube.

19) If you are working on the front 
wheel on a Japanese machine, care must 
be taken when installing the wheel. 
These pips on the speedo drive gear 
located in the brake hub, must engage 
with slots in the wheel or the 
speedometer will not operate. Assemble 
the wheel back onto the machine, hook 
up all the components, tighten the axle 
and you're on your way,

the tool beyond the straight-up 
position, you will practically eliminate 
this problem. Here is a step-by-step 
illustrated procedure for changing a tire. 
To make it easy on myself, I used the 
front wheel from our illustrous editor's 
trail 90 Honda, because, lets face it, 
lightweight tires are easier. But the 
system is the same for all bikes. 





4) Break down the bead all the way 
around the tire. Directly opposite of the 
valve stem, push the bead down into the 
well of the rim. This will allow the bead 
at the valve stem to be levered over the 
rim. If this is not done opposite the 
valve stem, the stem will keep the bead 
from falling into the well and make 
removal a difficult job. 





8) If you are not sure what made the 
tire go flat, run a rag around the inside 
of the tire to see if it will snag anything. 
Do not use your bare hand, especially if 
you ride in the desert. A rattlesnake 
fang imbedded in the tire can cause a 
painful wound, if you should happen to 






12) By levering up on the opposite side 
with a tire iron, you will be able to 
easily slip the stem into the hole. After 
removing your hand, thread the stem 
lock nut onto the stem about 1/3 of the 
way down to keep it from slipping out 
of the === 


16) By working from side to side, finish 
at the stem. Just before the last section 
is levered on, push the stem up into the 
tire so the tube will not be caught 
between the tire and the rim when the 
last section drops onto the rim.

OCOTILLO WELLS, CA., Oct. 25, 
1970 — For the second week in a row a 
race was held here in this desert 
recreation area not far from the Salton 
Sea.

Husky. Close behind was Jeff Willis on a 
Montesa. Number one Gene Fetty must 
have had his mind on the upcoming 
Mexican 1000, which he'll ride with 
partner Bill Silverthorn, as he ran out of 
gas on the second lap. But Gene still 
finished in the top ten despite his 


misfortune. 

Gordon Jaspar on a 250 Husky, an 
Amateur, was first overall on the first 
lap, but faded to twelfth at the end, but 
did manage to be first Amateur. Bob 
Grant was first Novice riding a Husky in 
the Open Novice class, and ninth 
overall.

Vesco and his crew were at 
Bonneville for their third trip this year 
in an attempt to better the AMA mark 
set by Cal Rayborn and the Harley 
bunch. Rayborn had no sooner arrived 
home from his record breaking trip 
when Vesco set out to regain the title of 
world's fastest motorcyclist. : 

In between the H-D and Yamaha 
battle, the Triumph of Bob Leppan met 
with near disaster while traveling at 
around 260 or 270 mph. A part of the 
suspension collapsed and the vehicle 
pulled a self-destruct number which 
injured the left arm of driver Leppan. 

The latest word is that Leppan is 
improving beautifully and is busy 
drawing plans of his new liner. Bob and 
the Triumph-Detroit crew held the 
record from 1966 until this year and 
they feel that it can be theirs again with 
a new and more slippery liner. 

New liners seem the off season topic 
as Dennis Manning, who owns the 
current H-D liner, is also building a new 
beast. Other rumors link Leo Payne and 
other such go fast names -with 
streamliners for assaults next year. 

The salt is normally good for racing 
from late August until late October and 
we should see the record go from the 
current 265.492 somewhere past 280 or 
290 by this time next year. 

With the new AMA-FIM linkup there 
should be no problem getting approval 
for absolute speed records under both 
sanctioning bodies. This fact in itself 
makes the record more important as far 
as the motorcycle «companies are 
concerned. It stands to reason if the big 
guns are more concerned then more 
money will. flow toward record 
attempts. This has been the major 
stumbling block in the past. 

All things considered the H-D record 
is a great effort from a team that went 
faster than anyone else this year. But 
the record is on shaky ground come 
next speed week.

A person who tests a motorcycle 
makes certain assumptions about the 
people who are going to ride that 
motorcycle. Sometimes these 
assumptions are conscious, sometimes 
not. The worst assumption is that all 
riders are like yourself. This is the 
assumption that shows when a writer 
tests every road bike as if it were 
destined for the Isle of Man and every 
off road bike for its Inter-Am potential. 
Rightly or wrongly when I first learned 
of the Yamaha XS-1, I assumed that its 
primary appeal would be to two fairly 
different groups of people. The first 
group would be those people for whom 
the motorcycle is sort of an outward 
extension of their personality. They are 
seen parading down the Sunset strip 
dressed to the teeth and usually carrying 
a member of the opposite sex on the 
passenger seat. Actually they are kind of 
a group-within-a-group. If they had 
more money they would be riding 
Honda Fours and if they had more 
talent and patience, they'd be riding 
choppers or some other custom rig. 
Having neither they ride a 650 of one 
sort or another. What turns these people 
on is looks, sounds and probably 
something I would call "soul" except 
that I'm not tuned in to that scene. I 
must disqualify myself as road tester for 
that group because I’m not familar 
enough with the criteria.

The second group who will buy the 
Yamaha 650 are those who like to ride 
everywhere, for whom the motorcycle is 
really a means of transportation. As a 
group, they'll be younger (at least in 
spirit) than BMW riders and they won't 
want multi-cylinder jobs because they're 
too much of a hassle. They'l put on 
12,000 miles a year and keep the bike 
until there is nothing left to repair. Just 
like their fathers or brothers did with 
their TR-6's. I decided to test the 
Yamaha as though I were one of them. 

When the bike was delivered to me, I 
was told I would have it for ten days. I 
made up my mind that when I returned 
it there would be 1,000 miles on the 
odometer. The first trip was back to 
Yamaha International because the bike 
was delivered without instruction 
manual, tools, license plate, or side view 
mirror. I got a license plate and an 
instruction manaul (for the 70 model) 
and then I took my first ride up the 
freeway. The first impressions weren’t 
great. There was tremendous vibration 
in the vicinity of the handlebars and the 
steering was just plain lousy. The first 
time I used the front wheel brake hard, 
I almost went down: the bike just took 
a nose dive to the right. This was 
Thursday. I took the bike over to my 
friends at World Cycle in Hollywood for 
help and consultation. They gave me a 
mirror and replaced one of the signal 
light bulbs that had burned out and gave 
me some screws for the tail light ens 
which was about to fall off. They 
agreeds that the front end was not right, 
but they couldn’t immediately diagnose 
what was wrong. Back to Yamaha 
International. 

It was found that most of the screws 
holding the front end together were 
loose (like the fork pinch bolts and 
front axle pinch bolt!) and that there 
was insufficient oil in the front forks. 
This is a function of improper 
preparation, rather than a deficiency in 
the machine. Repairs were made while I 
waited, but it was discovered that 
something was leaking from under the 
tank and it wasn’t possible to get the 
carbs really smooth. They wanted me to 
leave it but I had no way to get home. I 
promised to bring it back in the first of 


- the week. Due. to other affairs that 
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turned out to be Tuesday. They worked 
it over and I came back to get it in the 
afternoon. They had my bike ready but 
they wanted to give me a brand new 
one. I refused it, partly for selfish 
reasons, partly from principle. Afterall, 
they wouldn't give a customer a new 
one and besides I had 180 tough 
break-in miles logged on that machine. 
It was starting to loosen up. Finally I 
could really start to test it. Just as soon 
as I could find the headlight that quit 
working on the way home. That turned 
out to be a loose connection. No big 
thing, if you're not on a dark freeway at 
70 per. 

.Since the group of people that I 
postulated as the principle buyers will 
use the bike on the freeway quite a bit, 
that was my first consideration. All 
told, I rode about 150 miles on the 
freeways and, once the front end was 
fixed, the bike really felt good. 
Moreover, it was safe. When a dangerous 
situation develops on a freeway, you 
have three options: Accelerate, stop, or 
swerve. The first is usually the most 
effective — if you have enough power. 
The Yamaha had plenty. You could 
always stick into 4th and pull away very 
fast or leave it in 5th and pull away with 
moderate acceleration. The front brake 
is a good stopper with lots of “feel”. 
You can come within an ace of locking 
up the front wheel repeatedly, without 
doing it. I really liked it. It never did get 
completely over its tendency to want to 
pull to the right a little, but after the 
screws were tightened it was just that: a 
very slight tendency. Bet you could 
eliminate that with a fork brace: 

One thing that a rider can get used to 
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The Yamaha was very much at home in the mountains. 
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in a hurry are those nice big signal 
lights. They ought to knock ten bucks 
off your insurance rate if you have 
lights like those on the Yamaha and use 
them consistently. Taking a cue from 
the British, the Yamaha has a horn that 
is totally useless for anything except 
scaring the passenger. 

The suspension is a bit stiff for the 
freeway. but I didn’t find it 
objectionable. There was, however, one 
freeway situation that the Yamaha was

not up to: Sometimes the roadway is 
broken into blocks about forty feet long 
and ripples develop in the road. It must 
be one of the ultimate tests of a 
suspension. Most car suspensions cannot 
completely soak up those ripples at 65 
mph. The Yamaha suspension can't 
seem to handle them adequately at any 
speed that is reasonable. The siutation 
ranges from decidedly uncomfortable to 
downright dangerous as the speed 
increases. Apart from that one area, 


though, the Yamaha seemed to be an 
excellent freeway bike. 

Since the rider that I have described 
will do a lot of night riding, I did, also. 
About six or seven hours worth. The 
most important consideration was the 
lights. On the Yamaha they are bright. 
After years of British bikes, I can really 
appreciate good, bright lights. Apart 
from the one loose connection, and the 
burned out bulb at the beginning of the 
test, I experienced no difficulty 
whatever with the lights. The speedo 
and Tach were well enough lighted to 
read easily but were not obtrusive. One 
small complaint: All the buttons under 
the left thumb become difficult to sort 
out in the dark. Even after several 
hundred miles I would still wind up 
trying to dim the turn signals or turn 
out the horn. 

One testing aspect that is often 
neglected is performance in miserable 
stop and go traffic. On Saturday my 
wife and I took the bike on a shopping 
trip, across downtown LA, freeway over 
to Manhattan Beach. Saturday afternoon 
traffic, shopping centers, smog, more 
traffic, stop every corner for a light, 
back on the freeway up to Pasadena, 
through downtown Pasadena, stop for 
pedestrians, stop for lights, stop for 
accidents and on and on. The bike made 
the trip tolerable. Through the whole 
day, it idled smoothly, didn't overheat, 
the clutch worked nicely and it was just 
really nice to ride. It's well geared for 
that kind of riding, so it's not always 
necessary to be slipping the clutch. 
Every place that we stopped, the bike 
drew compliments on its looks, quite 
often from  non-motorcyclists.. The

exhaust note, though fairly loud, is 
apparently not-loud enough to be 
offensive. The many cops that we 
passed paid us no heed. By Saturday 
night there was 607 miles on the speedo 
and I had to return the bike on Monday, 
so I had a lot of riding to do on Sunday. 
Figuring 50 miles on Monday, I had to 
ride 350 miles on Sunday. 

At 7 am Sunday it was fairly cool 
and the Yamaha took 5 or 6 kicks to 
start and about 4 minutes to warm up 
enough to be ridden, which was about 
the same as other mornings. Once the 
machine was warm, I could take bets on 
being able to start it on one kick. I tied 
my knapsack to the passenger rail, 
which is one of those nice little features 
that you don't notice until you have a 
bike without one. To warm up a bit I 
took the bike up over the Griffth Park 
Mountain Road. This is a rough, 
asphalt-surfaced road with tight 
hairpins, and off-camber turns, that is 
often wet because they water the 
shrubbery alongside the road. It’s a 
good place for checking handling on a 
racing level. The Yamaha is not a race 
machine and doesn’t particularly like 
being treated as one. Over bumps the 
rear wheel hops, pegs and stands grind 
on the turns, and the Dunlop K-70 on 
the front doesn’t inspire great 
confidence. It will get around fairly well 
however and if you don’t get too carried 
away, you can play racer to your heart’s 
content. 

Leaving the Griffith Park Grand Prix 
circuit, I headed toward a more suitable 
area for touring, recreation-type riders, 
the Angeles Crest Highway. This road 


also has lots of turns, but they’re 
smooth, banked the right way and of 
fairly large radius. It’s the kind of road 
where you just swing lazily back and 
forth, in fourth and fifth gears, with a 
sensation womewhere between skiiing 
and flying. The Yamaha loved it. With 
the turns banked the right way, nothing 
dragged at any reasonable speeds, the 
brakes worked well without any 
indication of fade and the motor sang 
happily. Even the altitude which has 
many bikes sputtering and losing gobs 
of power, had virtually no effect on the 
Yamaha. Almost before I realized it, I 
was in Wrightwood and turning North 
toward the desert. 

On a long stright road that I knew, I 
decided to see how fast the Yamaha 
would go. I wound out in fourth and 
fifth and stuck my chest down on the 
tank. ‘The speedometer needle crossed 
the 100 mph mark and moved slowly up 
to 108 mph. It was still going up, but 
very slowly, when I shut down. A little 
bit of that kind of speed goes a long

way with me. The bike handled well 
with no tendency to wander, but you 
kind of wondered, what would happen 
if you hit a rabbit, a beer car or a chuck 
hole with that ultra-stiff suspension. I 
didn’t want to find out. The bike will 
do 100 mph. If you want more than 
that you’re on your own. I am sure that 
the bike I had would not do 110 mph 
(true speed — the speedo on this bike 
was a good 10% fast). The bike was by 
this time fairly well broken in and in 
reasonably good tune. 

At a more leisurely pace, I rode out 
toward Hiway 138 playing on some of 
the dirt roads near Lancaster. As a good 
all round bike should, the Yamaha 
handled okay on the dirt road and for 
once I was glad to have that fat K-70 on 
the front. While not the ultimate on 
either dirt or pavement, it works pretty 
well on both. Along here, I had to gas 
for the second time. The bike gets 
reasonable mileage, but the tank is a bit 
small for a bike this size. 

- Soon I drove the Yamaha fairly hard 

down Bouquet Canyon road. This is a 
twisty road and there was lots of traffic 
on it. Lots of opportunity for check 
acceleration in a meaningful way: 
passing cars where there is very little 
room to spare. The Yamaha shines at 
this sort of thing. It has lots and lots of 
power and the gears it needs. At this 
point I was sure that the Yamaha was an 
excellent bike for the type of person 
that I thought would be interested in it. 
It could handle almost anything in a 
competent fashion. I had already ridden 
200 miles since breakfast and I wasn’t 
tired, which says a lot for any bike. The 
bike looked like it was easy to service, 
with the points and the carburetor 
adjustments right out inthe open, quick- 
detach rear wheel, accessible air cleaner 
and so on. Since my original troubles 
which were due simply to abysmally 
bad preparation by Yamaha 
International, there had been no 
indication that the bike would need 
very much attention. I was going to run 
an accurate check on the speedometer, 
meet my wife'for a photography session 
and call it a day. The bike had 830 miles 
on it and by the time I got home there 
would be another 100 on it. Only I 
never made it. 

As I accelerated up to 60 mph to 
check the speedo, there was a loud 
metallic sound from the primary side. I 
looked down to see what happened just 
in time to notice lots of oil coming out 
of the primary in front of the rear 
wheel. Shortly thereafter I was too busy 
to notice anything because the bike was 
going sideways down the center lane of 
the freeway at 60 mph. For some

long distance. 


strange reason, I didn’t go down. 
Apparently after all the oil was gone, 
the tire cleaned itself and I was able to 
bring it under control and coast over to 
the side of the road. (About the time I 
regained control, the engine quit). Thus 
ended the test of the Yamaha XS-1. I 
thumbed a ride for me and the bike 
back to L.A. and took it back to 
Yamaha on Monday. Somehow the 
chain had hit the clutch rod, virtually 
destroying it, and the badly bent rod 
tore the oil seal and allowed the oil to 
be pumped out. How this could happen 
I don't know and no reasonable 
explanation has been offered. Ths chain 
was quite loose as a result of the long 
ride, but it was not loose enough to

jump the sprocket (and it didn't). 
Someone at Yamaha suggested that the 
chain might have picked up a twig or 
rock and carried it around the sprocket, 
but this seems far-fetched. 

One thing that J do know is that 
there is very little shock absorption in 
the drive train. This coupled with very 
light flywheels puts rather enormous 
stresses on the drive train. In practical 
terms, you can feel a sizable jolt when 
you shift gears, even at low speeds. I 
recall thinking at the beginning of the 
test when this jolt occurred shift after 
shift that the drive train would have to 
be awfully robust to take that kind of 
strain. What happens is that with the 
light flywheels, the engine speed drops 
so quickly that by the time the shift is 
completed the engine is running too 
slow for the bike. When the clutch is 
engaged, two mechanisms running at 
different speeds are essentially bolted 
together and a severe jolt is the result. 

How does this affect my evaluation 
of the bike? It doesn’t really. I haven’t 
heard .of other Yamaha’s having this 
problem and I don’t really know what 
happened. I suspect it was something 
freakish in nature and that it took out 
the “weakest link” — the drive train. 
The weakest link of most big bikes is 
the drive tain so this is nothing new. It 
just happed that instead of breaking a 


primary chain (which the Yamaha 
doesn’t have) it rendered the clutch 
inoperative, 


The Yamaha XS-1 is a good bike and 
probably a rather dependable bike, 
though my test does not substantiate 
this. It’s fun to ride and fairly good at 
everything, though not really 
spectacular in anything except looks. 
The guy who rides everywhere will like 
it.

Ron Self (Yam) easily swept all three 
motos of the large 125cc Jr. class, 
spending only two laps out of first 
place. Paul Orlando (Sac) and Steve Doll 
(Bul) split the second position. Sachs 
riders captured the first three places in 
the 125cc Intermediate/Sr. race, with 
Sr. rider Carl Cranke leading all but one 
lap in sweeping the three motos. 
Intermediates Billy Grossi and Chuck 
Goodrich took the next two overall 
positions and top class honors. 

Steve Byers and Howard Hendry 
each won one moto to capture first and 
second in Division I of 250cc Jr. on 
their Ossas. Mike Andrews (Bul) and 
Eric Nelson (Mai) had a close battle 
going in the first two motos of Division 
Il, each winning one, but Andrews 
easily took the third moto and the class 
when Nelson was involved in a first 
corner shuffle and dropped to ninth. 
This put him into a tie for second 
overall with Rich Bungay (CZ). 

Cranke again swept all three motos 
of the 250cc Inter/Sr. action, this time 
on a CZ, but only led the last lap of the 
first moto after an early spill had 
dropped him to ninth. Intermediates 
Dave Langnor (AJS) and Lonnie 
Forman (Hus) topped their class and 
took the next two overall positions.

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ROBERT SWEEPS TRANS-AMA 


FRANKLIN, GA., Nov. 1, 1970 — 
Three thousand motocross fans showed 
up here looking for some good racing. 
They got more than they bargained for 
as world champion Joel Robert, 
seemingly slightly down on power to 
the factory BSA’s put on the finest 
exhibition of motocross racing ever seen 
in Dixie, to take the overall win. 

This fifth race of the national 
championship series gave the South its 
first exposure to the AMA version of 
International Motocross. The AMA does 
an efficient job but, at times they were 
a little too efficient as during the 
scheduled intermission. While the 
promoters were giving out door prizes 
to the spectators the AMA proceeded to 
start the next race. This led to a little 
confusion but, the announcer recovered 
nicely. 

The activities got under way with 
two short qualifying heats for the 250 
riders. There were only twelve or fifteen 
bikes in each heat and although the 
competition was good, the riders were 
so strung out that the fans didn’t show 
much interest. 

As the first of the two international 
heats got under way, there was no 
doubt in anyone’s mind that this was 
going to be the best they had ever seen. 
Forty-one bikes piled into the first turn 
and out of the first turn onto the 
straight, the BSA’s of Nicoll, Banks, 
Smith and Hickman led the way around 
the course. Robert and Pettersson, 
getting their Suzukis off to a slow start, 
worked their way through the traffic 
and about half way through the heat, 
Robert was in third and Pettersson had 
worked up to fifth. 

Nicoll was riding like there was no 
tomorrow, with Banks right behind. 
There seemed to be no chance of 
Robert catching the flying beezers but, 
when the 5 minute sign came out, 
Robert went around Banks and then 
passed Nicoll. Nicoll bobbled when he 
was passed and Banks also went around 
him. Robert took the checkers about 
seventy five yards in the lead. 


California shone in the Support race: 


which as mentioned earlier got off to a 
hurried start. Tom Rapp, 18 years old 
CMC point leader and number 1 plate 
holder, showed his form to the local 
spectators. Tom and his Bultaco ran off 
with the Support final, winning by a 
country mile. Rapp was turning lap 
times faster than most of the Open 
bikes and the other riders in the class 
really had their work cut out trying to 
catch him. Positions swapped through 
out the field all during the race as riders 
fought their way into higher positions 
but, no one could catch the flying 
Bultaco in the lead. Rapp never let up 
and took a fine victory over Ron 
Stockman, Russ Powell and John 
Bettencourt. 

The final race was Roberts way of 
holding motocross school as he took an 
early lead and proceeded to do his 
thing. The BSA’s of Banks and Nicoll 
were never out of sight but, there was

never any doubt who was going to win. 

Overall winner of the day on the 
combined points of the two 30 minute 
motos were Joel Roberts with a perfect 
score, first on his Suzuki, followed by 
John Banks BSA, Olle Pettersson 
Suzuki, Dave Nicoll BSA and Jeff Smith 
BSA. 

Then came the Americans. James 
Weinert of Middle Town, N.Y. put on a 
brilliant performance by having both 
man and machine ready for such a test. 
Weinert on a CZ finished 6th overall 
ahead of Hickman, England BSA, 
Defero N.Y. CZ, Kenney Ohio Husky, 
Burlason Ohio Husky. 

The spectacular AMA star of 
Half-mile and Road Race fame, Dave 





E Smith leads. Dave Aldana and Keith cka during the cay stages of the race. ; 
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Aldana, finished 11th overall on his 
team BSA. Aldana is improving rapidly 
as a motocross rider. But his main 
problem seems to be using Flat Track 
style handling and etc. is rapidly 
changing over to a motocross style, but 
the team Mexican rider is definitely 
holding his own. 

Brad Lackey, star of previous Trans 
AMA races finished 14th. He appeared 
to be going very fast but was trying too 
hard, actually missing the berm and 
going out into the tules. Chuck Minert, 
team BSA rider, finished 16th overall. 

The touring motocross professor 
Gary Bailey made his first appearance at 
the Trans AMA today. Gary, looking 
good at the drop of the flag, was 
running in the top ten until he had an 
engine seizure which eliminated him 
from the first moto. Determined to ride 
he entered his sick Greeves in the 
second moto and scored enough points 
to .finish 18th overall. Gary’s brother 
Bob, National Number 33 in the AMA, 


flew into Atlanta minus a bike but 
managed to pick up a ride on a Maico. 
In the first moto Bob jamed his ankle in 
early laps and this apparently hindered 
him somewhat. Bob just finished out of 
the overall money by about a point or 
two. 

Texan Mike Johnson managed 
excellent starts in both motos and was 
doing very well. In the first moto, 
young Johnson was leading quite a few 
big name riders when a throttle cable 
broke. In the second moto, Mike 
decided to tuck in behind Joel Robert 
(while being lapped!) and see how long 


' and how far he could hang on. Robert 


led the young Montesa rider through a 
pretty exciting lap until the pace got to 
Johnson and he went down rather 
spectacularly. This sort of incident is 
probably the reason for a lot of falls. 
Trying to stay with Joel Robert, even a 
lap behind is a helluva task. Think what 
e like for those running on the same 
ap. 

Pre race excitement came during 
practice when Barry Higgins came off 
on the double jump. He landed on his 
right shoulder, breaking his collarbone 


jn, three. places... this. was, the first. time,

Barry has broken his right side — he has 
just recovered from a left side broken 
should which he has broken six times. 
Higgins figures to be out of action for 
about three weeks. 

This surface for the spectacular 
Georgia event had to be in the best 
shape of any motocross track as it had 
rained the entire week prior to race day. 
The soft surface was ideally moist on 
race day. The course quickly built up 
berms in just about every corner. The 
course was visable from almost 
everywhere, good PA system, clean rest 
rooms, no dust, sun coming out for the 
finals of the day made this a very 
successful event.

on the facing page. In each case the 
open pipe curve is shown in dotted 


_lines, the device curve, in solid line. The 


vertical scale indicates horsepower while 
the horizontal scale denotes the engine 
speed (rp.m. times 1000). Again 
representatives of several of the 
manufacturers were present, keeping us 
honest. I’ve heard it said by people who 
should know better that you can’t 
measure two-stroke performance on a 
dyno. This just isn’t true, Not only can 
you measure performance very 
accurately, but on setups like Axtell's, 
the tests are repeatable. In any kind of 
scientific testing repeatability is the key 
word. If you can not set up the same 
conditions and get the same results, you 


‘can never be sure just what caused a 


change. Axtell measures and records 
everything, even room temperature and 
barometric pressure. The main variables, 
of course, are the devices that we were 
hanging onto the ends of the pipes, but 
there are other things to be taken into 
consideration as well. 

The most important side 
consideration is the engine condition. If 
the engine is badly out of tune, the tests 
will be difficult to repeat. The Sachs is 
fairly new and was in close to perfect 
tune. Timing and carburetion were 
spot-on and it could be started with half 


a kick at any time during the tests. (For - 


those of you who have read the 
advertisements claiming 17 or 18 hp, 
who wonder why only 13hp was 
measured on the dyno, I offer you Mr. 
Axtell’s surmise: “Maybe they measure 
horsepower at the wrist pin." Or maybe 
they lie a little. The Sachs is stock and 
goes as fast or maybe a little faster than 
an other stock 125.) 

We were not quite so fortunate with 
the Yamaha. Its timing was a little off 
and the carburetion had been adjusted 
to compensate. Although this does hurt 
test repeatability, there is a side benefit: 
The Yamaha's tune probably comes 
closer to the tune of the average dirt 
bike, so the results for prospective

owners will be similar. 

Both bikes were strictly stock with 
the exception of the exhaust pipes. For 
the Yamaha we had a Bob Bailey pipe 
and and A&A pipe. On the Sachs is a 
pipe which is close to stock but has 
been built by K & G Engineering so as 
not to burn my leg. It has a slightly 
larger than normal stinger which seems 
to help low end performance quite a bit. 


Now lets look at the devices 
individually. 
TORQUE ENGINEERING 


SILENCER/SPARK ARRESTER. This 
devices is still in the prototype stage. 
The spark arrester has not yet been 
approved. It is quite compact and 
provides fairly good silencing. It is a 
little bit heavy and fell off during the 
test. The most serious difficulty is that 
it causes a 3 hp loss at 6500 rpm. The 
Torque Engineering Silencer ‘is bigger, 
and does not have the spark arrester 
feature. It also does not quiet bike any 
better than the smaller unit! It too

causes significant hp loss at 6500 (2 hp). 
It is still in development stage. 

The BASSANI SILENCERS for the 
Sachs has a nice tone but doesn't quiet 
very much (6.3 db). It loses about 1.25 
hp at 6500 rpm, gains a little in the 
lower-middle range. It seems well 


constructed and has a_ replaceable 
element. The Bassani Silencer 
(Yamaha). Although essentially the 


same device, there was a considerable 
change in the performance, much more 
quieting (14 db) anda considerable 
horsepower gain in the mid-range (2.25 
hp gain at 4400). There is negligible loss 
at the high end. The Bassani Silencer 
(Husky). On the Husky, the silencer did 
little more than take the edge off (3.7). 
It was not tested on dyno. 

HOOKER HEADERS . SILENCER 
SPARK ARRESTER. We received two 
devices of similar construction but 
different size for the Yamaha and the 
Sachs. They were the biggest and 
heaviest units of the bunch, but they are 
still in development stage. The device 
did a good job of silencing the Sachs 
and came closest to making it street 
legal, but it cost about 1.5 hp at the

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high end. On the Yamaha substantial 
horsepower was gained in the mid-range, 
but some was lost at the top. It didn’t 
quiet as well. On the Husky, it only 
produced 3.3 db of ‘quieting. In its 
present configuration, the device would 
be difficult to keep on the bike without 
special mounting arrangements. 

J & R PRODUCTS. J&R sent us 
silencers with two different sized cores, 
spark arresters in two different sizes and 
some combination units. Taking the 
silencers first, they were the lightest 
units we received. They come in two 
core sizes. The small core variety was 
fitted to the Sachs. It caused about 1.5 
hp loss at the high end, and did not 
provide much quieting (7 db). There 
was a small gain at the low end. Now get 
this! The same type of unit when fitted 
to the Yamaha gained almost 1.5 hp 
through the entire mid range from 3500 
to 5500 rpm. It lost less than .5 hp at 
the top (6000). It provided 15.3 db 
quieting. The large care silencer worked 
even better on the Yamaha, gaining a 
full 2 hp over much of the range and 
losing an almost immeasurable amount 
on top. Cost in quieting was only 1 db

over the small core unit. On a 
horsepower-per-dollar basis this unit has 
to be the best hop-up value going for 
Yamahas with Bailey Pipes. 

The J&R Spark arresters are actually 
Horstman-Krizman spark arresters 
which J&R modifies to fit various 
machines. They come in two internal 
sizes, 24 cfm and 60 cfm (cubic feet per 
minute air flow). We tested only the 
smaller device on the Sachs. It was a flat 
disaster: it cost a full 4 hp at 6500 rpm. 
It did quiet the bike down to street legal 
requirements, but it had a flat, ugly 
tone to it. The same device when fitted 
to the Yamaha was not nearly so bad. It 
still lost considerable hp at the high end 
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(2.5 hp) but it gained a bit in the mid 
range (1 hp) and it was not nearly as 
nasty sounding. It brought the Yamaha 
close to street legal requirements. With 
the 60 cfm spark arrester, the Yamaha 
gained all the way from 3500 to 5500 
rpm up to 2.5 hp. Loss at the top was 
less than .5 hp. Good but not 
spectacular quieting. This is another 
good hop-up value. 

/The J&R Combination silencer and 
spark arrester was by far the best unit 
tested on the Sachs. The power curve 
was almost unchanged: a little gain in 
the mid range, a tiny loss at the top. 
There was moderate quieting — 1 db 
worse than street legal — a good tone 
and it has an approved spark arrester 
(60 cfm Krizman design). It is also quite 
light. This unit was also tested on the 
Husky and provided 6 db quieting, the 
best managed on the Husky. 

A&A MANUFACTURING. A&A 
sent us an expansion chamber to fit the 
Yamaha and a silencer to fit the 
chamber. They also sent a silencer to fit 
the Sachs. Neither unit was very 
spectacular as a silencer (3 db quieting 
on the Sachs, 3.7 on the Yamaha, both 
a long ways from CHP requirements). 
The A&A unit on the Yamaha was 
unusual in one respect, however: it

showed a horsepower gain over the open 
pipe over the entire range, even at the 
high end. This result however is subject 
to some skepticism. The open A&A pipe 
shows quite a bit less horsepower over 
the range than the Bob Bailey pipe used 
for the other tests. When the silencer is 
attached the Bailey pipe and the A&A 
pipe are quite similar in performance, so 
it looks like the silencer is just one 
element of the pipe without which, the 
pipe doesn't work. i 

AJS SILENCER. In England all 
motocross.riders.are required to silence; 
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RPM X 1000 | 
their machines, so AJS, makes a silencer 
for their motocross bikes. It is a 
thoroughly professional job with an 
exterior clamp that goes on the frame. 
It only cuts the noise by 3.7 db which is 
not much but it definitely takes the bite 
out and makes the AJS pleasant to 
listen to. We did not have the machine 
available for the. dyno, but Mike 
Jackson says it has been tested in 
England and there is little power loss. 
What have we learned? Well, it’s not 
only possible to silence your bike, it’s 
possible to gain horsepower at the same 
time, the problem is that you don’t 
know which device. will work for you 
and which won't. Now is the time for 
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AJS Silencer

some enterprising manufacturer to rent 
some dyno time and test his products 
with a lot of different bikes. Then when 
you buy a silencer you can get a curve 
with it that will tell you just about what 
to expect. There is one not-so-obvious 
conclusion that we can draw: The closer 
your bike approaches the limits of its 
potential and the better the expansion 
chamber, the less improvement you are 
going to be able to make with a silencer 
or spark arrester. We can see that from

In terms of quieting, the 
Husky was the hardest to quiet, the 
Sachs was next, and the Yamaha was 
easy. With respect to power, the . 
situation is reversed. It’s hard to 
conceive of adding anything to the 
expansion chamber of a Husky and 
increasing the power.

are experienced. With the Yamaha, if 
you're lucky, putting on a silencer could 
be more effective than a $50.00 porting 
job. It seems to depend on how the bike 
starts out and how close to optimum 


- the pipe is without anything on it. 


With two exceptions, all the 
accessory devices were held on with 
radiator hose clamps. The exceptions 
were the A&A unit which is held on 
with small springs and the AJS. Without 
exception, the manufacturers claim the 
devices will stay on. As an experienced 
enduro rider, I don't believe it. If I were 
required to have one on my bike when I 
finished an enduro, I would provide 
another clamp. to the frame or stick an 
8-32 screw through both the device and 
the stinger. This doesn't apply to the 
AJS unit. It should stay on through 
several crashes. 

Hope this helps you to go faster — 
quietly.
